therefore,

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of
Representatives of the United States of Amer
ica in Congtess assembled, That whenever the
ahove recited nmendment shall have become
part of the Constitution and any Stato lately
in insurrection shall have ratified the same and
shall have mo lified its Constitution and laws
in conformity therewith, the Senators and Re-
presentatives from such State, if found duly
elected and qualified, may, after having waken
the required oath of office, be sdmitted into
Congress ss such,

Section 2. And be it further enncted, That
when any State lately in insurrection shall
huve adopted the foregoing proposed amend-
ment to the Constitution, any part of the direct
iax upder the set of Angust 5th, 1861, which
may remsin due and anpaid in such State, may
he assumed and paid by such State, and the
payment thereof, upon proper assurances from
such State, to be given to the Secretary of the
Treasury of the gnilad States, may be post-
poned for a period not extending ten years
from and after the passage of this act.

A Bill declaring certain persons ine! o
office under the Government of the United
States.

Lie it enacted, ete., That no person shall be
eligible to any office under the Government of
the United Siates who is included in any of the
following cases, namely :

1. The President and Vice-President of the
‘‘Confederate States of America,” so called, and
the Leads of the departments thereof.

2. Those who in other countries scted as
agents of the “Confederate Btates of Americs,"
8o called,

4. Heads of departments of the United
officers of the army and navy of the U
States, und all persons educated at the military
or naval academy of the United Sta es; judges
of the courts of the United States, and members
of eliher House of the thiriy-sixth Congress of
the United States who gave aid or comfort 1
the !ste rebellion

4. Those who acted as officers of the ‘“Con-
federate Siates,” o called, above the grade of
Colonel in the army or Master in the navy,
snd any one who as Governor of either of
so-enlled “Confederate Sintes” gave nid and
comfort to the late rebellion.

5 Those who have treated officers or soldiers
or sailors of the army or navy of the United
States, captured during the Inte war, otherwise
than Iawfully as prisoners of war.
